On December 25, Christmag Day, I will again appear on TH JOEL PYNH TV SHOW, only 
this time as a featured guest. As I said to Joe during a commercial break while 
taping the show, "From THH JOE PYNE SHOW to the JOE PYN# SHOW in three years. 
Tha’s progress!" I don’t remember what he said. 


ON THE SHOW, I come off as a slightly mad intellectual roue’ and rabid 
recidivist rogue with propensities toward educational anarchy and moral decay. 
It was a great show! Joe was with me all the way, and came up with some great 
lines of his own. He created a situation which showed me off at my best. No 
one came up in the beef box during the half-way break, so we continued it on our 
own, winging banter, persiflage, repartee, and mot ljustes deftly as Joe under- 
mined my facade of supercilious intellectuality and brought out the real LAIRD 
BROOKS SCHMIDT. People who hate Joe Pyne will hate him even more when they learn 
to love him on this memorable show where he took the pains te create a funny 
Situation that made me look good and subordinated his own caustic show business 
image to. stimulate what mu& be the funniest dialog he has ever had on the show.

Although I haven't mdde a lot of imoney, your support and faith in what it 
is I do Lhave kept my spirits high and my ambition to do the same on TV undaun- 
ted (although KUET-TV, the supposedly educational channel, refuses to answer my 
calls, letters, or importunings for AT LEAST an interview). “For the past four 
months I have been presenting “F.C.T.I.G.!" which I will inow take on the road 
to high schools and colleges (first stop on the tour: SAN DIaGO EVENING COLLEGES, 
January 19, 8PM.City Campus Little Theatre). ®FOTIG!* coms in six parts, in 
case your school or group would like to book it: SATNEWS, sly wry comments on 
au courant events; LINGUA-COMEDY, proving that words can be used to have fun; 
NEGTHINK, where I put the pewer of negative thinking to work to solve problems; 
CROUPTHINK, where audience writes out comments or questions and puts them on 
slips of paper, inserts them in slitted tennis balls and throws them onstage for 
my ad lib comment; A DAY IN THs LIFE OF HAMLET, CR DO I BE A DO BE OR DON'T I BE 
A DO BEE, AIN°T IT?, my third-grade version of Hamlet done as an elementary 
Look-and-say reading lesson. | 


I am going to take the ideas from my book, GENERATION OF DECAY and do them 
as satirical lectures, in order to buttress my image as an epigrammatic aphorist 
and cross between Lenny Bruce, Mort Sahl, Mark Twain, Philip Wylie and Jack 
Benny. I hope you will appreciate this, and come into the theatre after Jan- 
uary lst ready for THE Naw LOOK, and an entirely different show. JI will, as 
usual, incorporate my manic ad libs and neo-Judeo-Christian dirty jokes when 
necassary to keep the show non-commercial. Your aim will help. JI WILL RETAIN 
*GROUPTHINK® (with the tannis balls), so you can see how well I manipulate my 
CONFRONTATIONAL ETHICS to given topics of the day as represented by your indi- 
vidual interpersonal disharmony.

“MNCLE LAIRD'S “TRAVELLING COMEDY AND FOLKSINGING WORKSHOP" 


_ + At the present time, you will not hear one comedian doing a way-out, sa- 
tirical, sarcastic, topical commentary on contemporary society. This 1s a 
shame. I know dozens of delightful comedic commentators who are smoothly pro- 
fessional and bitingly acerbic, who should be part ov every television variety 
show. However, smart mother-in-law jokes, inane fantasies about television 
commercials, impossible self-depricatory routines, and fatuous word play and 
punning and corny jokes are stil the order of the day on IV. 
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. To’ ‘remedy this situation, and to provide an outlet for the strong - Postings 
and desparate yearnings of high school and college students, I am setting up a 
tour of auditoriums near same, featuring two or three top new comedians, the 
class cmedian of the school, a representative of the folk-singing club of the 
school, and perhaps an up-and-coming new professional folksinger who has worked 
with the new comedians before. 


_ The concert tour will be called COM#DIANS IN ACTION, and the acronym,C.I1.A. 
will be the name also of the local high school or college student group spon- 
soring and helpin organize the show by: (1) finding the class comedian; (2) 
picking theclass folksinger; (3) gathering material about the students, teachers 
and administration to be incorporgéed in the concert; (4) promoting the show. 
Thus, COMEDIANS IN ACTION will be a workshop type training ground for future 
publicists, writers, comedians, promoters, and folksingers. 


Besides providing up-to-date comedy, COMEDIANS IN AUTION will provide a 
showcase for new professional comedians, AND a ligt pressure group to put mean- 
ingful comedy and thoughtful new comedians on the tube. IF YOU ARE INTERESTED 
IN WORKING ON C.I.4., we need the types of people frm each school mentioned 
above, PLUS information on rental prices of 300-500-seat auditoriums which would 
be centrally located nez a school or college. JI AM AIMING AT ONLY ONE STUDENT 
BODY FOR EACH CONUDRT. Eventually, I will hwe COMEDIANS IN ACTION playing si- 
maltaneously all around the LOS ANGELES AND ORANGE COUNTY ArsAS. 
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IN ANY CASE, YOUR CONTINUED INTEREST IN AND SUPPORT OF UNCLE LAIRD IS APPRECL- 
ATED, ZVEN THOUGH I MAY BE 25 YEARS AHEAD OF MY TIME.
